one-half were permitted to remain in office 
till the expiration of their terms, or till they 
died or voluntarily resigned, and that in 
other departments, excépting tne Treasury, 
many commissioned officers were left undis- 
turbea. It is quite clear to the mind of this 
Senator that Gen. Harrison will follow a 
similar policy—the policy of a gradual but 
clean sweep—and he thinks, moreover, from 
what Gen. Harrison said to him, that the 
icy of the incoming Administration will 
even more decent aud generous than that 
of the outgoing, applying the ruleto Col- 
lectors of Customs and Internal Revenue who 
are personally unobjectionable and clearly 
capable and worthy, as well as to Postmasters 
and United States District Attorneys and 
Marshals. 

The policy thus foreshadowed is in accord 
with Gen. Harrison’s convictions.

ELECTORS CALL ON GEN. HARRISON. 


Iilinols, Ohle, and Indiana Represented— 
Clothes for the President-Elect. 

INDIANAPOLIs, Ind., Jan. 15.—[Special. |— 
When the Presidential Electors of Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio called upon Gen. Harrison 
this morning they were warmly assured of 
the pleasure it afforded him to welcome them 
to his home, and, atter he had shaken hands 
with each of them, hé remarked: “ Now 
that you have formally elected me I suppose 
1 — go on with the formation of my Cabi- 
net?’ 

John Dear of the Oniodelegation, as the 
others laughed, replied: “Certainly. Do you 
want any heip, General“ 

The President-elect did not answer, and at 
no time during the visit was any further 
reference made to political matters. The 
visitors did not remain at the house long. 
With the Electors from Illinois was John M. 
Hubbard of Chieago, who went over Indiana 
singing campaign songs for the Repvubiicans 
in 1876 when Gen. Harrison was 
a candidate for Governor in oppo- 
sition to “Blue Jeans” Willams. 
in one of his speeches Blue Jeans” re- 
marked that he was from between two rows 
ol corn,“ which Mr. Hubbard worked into a 
song that became popular with Republicans 
during the campaign. When Mr. Hubbard 
was presented to Gen. Harrison today the 
song was recalled by the President-elect, 
who quoted from it: He told the people he 
was born like a pumpxin, between two rows 
of corn.“

CALLING ON GEN. LEW WALLACE. 

After leaving Gen. Harrison’s residence 
the Ohio delegates, headed by A. H. Mattox 
of Cincinnati, callea on Gen. Lew Waliace. 
The Cabinet was mentioned in the course of 
their conversation. ; 

“Tf 1 were President,” remarked Gen. 
Wallace, “ lwould call my Cabinet together 
the 5th day ot March and thank them for hav- 
ing accepted the positions I had tendered 
them. I think 1 would then adjourn the 
Cabinet for thirty days to give them a 
chance to makea good beginning by hunting 
out all the inefficient and incompetent Demo- 
crats who are holding office. Atthe end of 
that time I would expect them to be abie to 
put the public service in somewhat better 
condition.“ 

Gen. Wallace was asked if there was any 
probability that be would be a member of 
that Cabinet himself. 

“ Well, the truth is,“ replied Gen. Wallace, 
“J have been kept pretty busy lately repeat- 
ing the statement that I do not expect to be 
in it and do not care to be. The opinion of 
many people that I may be is causing me a 
great deal of trouble, for Iam receiving more 
letters than I cam answer asking my aid in 
getting offices.”’ 

Gen. Wailace is not the only one of Gen. 
Harrison’s friends who are troubled with let- 
ters from officeseekers. The reputation 
that has been given Judge Woods as a confi- 
dential friend of the President-elect has 
caused him much annoyance of the 
same kind. In fact there is hardly a 
man in Indianapolis on speaking terms with 
Gen. Harrison, besides many who are not, 
who has not received such letters from office- 
seeking acquaintancesin different parts of 
the country. If Private Secretary Halford 
should ask kinaly consideration of every let- 
ter that he receives from officeseekers his 
influence with the President-elect would 
soon be gone entirely. 

HER CLOTHES HE WILL WEAR. .. 

Gen. Harrison gave more attention today 
to the new clothing that is being made for 
him by his Chicago tailor, George W. 
Mathews, than to the construcuon of 
his Cabinet. Mr. Mathews came down 
today to do some more fitting, and 
he brought ‘with him an  assist- 
ant, whom he called an artist. They spent 
nearly two hours at the home of the Presi- 
dent-eiect, dividing attention between Gen. 
Harrison, Mrs. Harrison, and Mrs. McKee. 
The artist was brought down specially to aid 
the ladies in determining what they wanted. 
Tuo dress suit that the President-elect will 
wear when he attends the inaugural ball was 
not made by the Chicago man, but by an In. 
dianapolis tailor. The contract with the 
Chicago man is for the other clothing that 
will be needed by the President-elect. Mr, 
Mathews was asked what style of goods Gen, 
Harrison had selected.

| HIGGINS GETS THE OFFICE 


ELECTED SENATOR FROM DELAWARE 
AFTER A HARD FIGHT. 


It Took Forty-three Ballots in the Repub- 
lican Caucus Before He Was Nom 
nated— He Was Promptiy Elected, 
However, After His Nomipvation—There 
Were Threats of a Deadlock, but the 
Republicans Fell in Line — Senator 
Moore's Action. 


Dover, Del., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—At five 
minutes before 4 o’clock this morning fifteen 
of the sixteen Republican members of the 
Legisiature, on the forty-third bailot, named 
Anthony Higgins of Wilmington as their 
choice for United States Senator to suc- 
ceed Kli Saulsbury. At that hour Mr. 
Higgins was sleeping soundiy at the Hotel 
Kichardson. As soon as the result had been 
reached Higgins’ friends rushed for the ho- 
tei, and, headed by Daniel J. Layton of 
Georgetown, they hurried to his room. He 
was rolied out of bed, and amid the cheers 
and congratulations of his friends he was in- 
formed of his victory. 

From the twenty-seventh ballot almost to 
the end George V. Massey had eight votes, 
or within one of enough tonominate. But he 
could go no further. The stumbling-biock 
was Senator Moore of Sussex County, who 
had refused to stand by the nominee of the 
caucus and said he would never vote for 
Massey. When taken to task for jeopardiz- 
ing the success of the Republican party he 
deliberately arose and left the caucus. The 
fifteen others decided to nominate, with nine 
still as the number necessary to a choice. 
After two ballots Mr. Higgins received nine 
votes, with only six for Massey, and the 
nomination was made unanimous. 


THE BREAK FOR HIGGINS. 

The first break for Higgins was made on 
the tort:@th ballot, when the five Treat men 
went over to the winning candidate. The 
friends of Higgins promptly called on Sena- 
tor Moore this morning to ascertain his po- 
sition, fearing he might be cap 
tious, but he promptly assured 
them that Mr. Higgins’ nomination 
was perfectly satisfactory. Senator Moore’s 
sister is the wife of Nathaniel B. Smithers’ 
son, and Nathaniel B. Smithers was the law 
preceptor of George V. Masse}. Smithers’ 
candidacy and Moore’s bolt were what 
defeated Massey, at the same time shat- 
tering a friendship of over thirty years. 
Massey and Smithers for years occupied the 
same office, and when it became known that 
a Republican would succeed Senator Sauls- 
bury Massey said that he would not be a 
candidate if Mr. Smithers was. His friend- 
ship was too great for the old man, he said, 
for him to stand in his way. It was then 
found that the only obstacle to the selection 
of Mr. Smithers was his age, he being 
70 years old. It was not long before it was 
understood throughout e State that Mr. 
Smithers was not a cundidate. Mr. Massey’s 
friends at once set to work. Two weeks ago 
it was given out that Mr. Smithers was will- 
ing to accept an election if it came to him. 
This was at first thought to be a 
Massey game, or an understanding between 
the latter and his old preceptor to hold the 
prize for Kent. Butas the day of the cau- 
cus came nearer it was found that the fight 
was a bitter one between the old friends, 
and Mr. Smithers was quoted freely as hav- 
ing said that Mr. Massey had lied if he had said 
that Mr. Smithers gave him to understand 
that he was out of the fight. The feeling of 
the Massey men toward dmithers is of the 
most bitter kind, and the old man who last 
week had a good word from everybody has 
now many enemies. 


| IN WAS A BITTER FIGHT. 

Of all the political caucuses ever held in 
this State that last night was the longest, 
bitterest, and greatest. The pressure brought 
to bear on the members-elect from all sides, 
Democratic as well as Republican influence 
being used, fairly distracted them. They had 
been harassed for three weeks by delegations 
from all over the State, each threatening 
destruction to the party if their favorite was 
not nominated, and when they went into cau- 
cus it was with the intention of following 
their leaders to the end. The ballots show 
how closely they clung together. From 
the first to tne forty-first ballot there 
was no material change despite all 
the conferences and pleadirgs of the 
leaders, After the thirty-second ballot dis- 
patches were received from Senator Quay 
and Col. Dudley appealing to them to unite 
upon aman before whey left the caucus cham- 
ber, but the next seven ballots showed no 
prospects of uniting. The Capitol was packed 
witn the most prominent men of both parties 
from all parts of the State, and the hotel cor- 
ridors and even the streets were thronged 
up till daylight, 

During the discussion of the caucus it was 
stated by Speaker Hoffreker of the House 
that Mr. Massey in the event of his election 
as Senator would restgn his connection with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and 
would devote all his energies to the duties of 
the office and the material interests of the 
State. It was after this that Downham made 
a bitter tirade against Massey. 


SENATE.AND HOUSE VOTE. 
In the House this morning the fourteen 


Republican members voted for Anthony Hig- 


gins, five of the Democratic members for Al- 
fred P. Robinson, and the remaining two, 
for James L. Wol- 
cott. In the Senate the seven Dem- 
ocratic members voted for James 
tu. Wolcott and the two Republic- 
ans for Anthony Higgins. This made the 
vote of both Houses stand: Higgins, 16; Wol- 
cott, 9; Robinson, 5. When the joint con- 
vention shail have met tomorrow the formal 
elecuon of Higgins will be declared. The 
division in the Democratic vote was in con- 
sequence of the inability of their caucus 
to agree upon a candidate. The Demo- 
cratic caucus met again at 9:30 a. m. to unite 
on a candidate. The Wolcott men insisted: 
on pressing his name, bat to this the Sauls- 


bury men refused to agree. The latter ex- 


pressed a willingness to support any other 
man upon whom the Wolcott men might 
agree, but the latter persisted in presenting 
Wolcott’s name. The Sauisbury men then 
witndrew from the caucus. 

The story current concerning the alleged 
attempt to purchase two Republican votes is 
to the effect that two members of the Lower 
House had been seen and were willing 
to cas: their ballot for q Democrat. It is 
said that the transaction reached the ears 
of John F. Saulsbury of Dover, who was 
unwilling to trust his partisan opponents on 
the Democratic side, and fearing that they 


would vote for James L. Wolcott, gave away 


the project. Saulsbury, it is said, would not 

be a party to any deal that would not 

insure the return of Eli Saulsbury 

to the Senate. This is merely tne story

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| politicians in tne State. A Wilmington Dem- 


ocratic official said yesterday that he was 
not a bit surprised that the scheme should 
have reached the ears of Senator Quay, as 
Linn is a strong Republican, having formerly 
been a gauger under Internal Revenue Col- 
lector Pollock.

LIFE OF HIGGINS. 

[Anthony Higgins is a son of the late Anthony 
J. Higgins of Red Lion Hundred. He was born 
in Red Lion Hundred, Newcastie County, Oct. 1, 
1840. He was graduated from Yale College 
in 1861 with the degree of A. B. and 
was admitted to the bar of Newcastle 
County in May, 1864. He at once opened an office 
in Wilmington, in conjuction with the late Ed- 
ward J. Bradford, afterwards United States Dis- 
trict Judge, and the fgunder of the Republican 
‘party in Delaware. Mr. Higgins was one of the 
original 300 persons in Delaware who voted the 
Republican ticket. The same year he was 
admitted to the bar he was @ppointed Deputy 
Attorney General of the State under Attorney 
General Jacob Moore, servi@g two years. He 
was made Chairman oft the Republican 
State Committee of 1868, and in 1869 was 
appointed by President Grant United States 


District Attorney for Delaware, which office he 
held until June, 1876. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Congress in 1884 He took a front 
rank as a lawyer from the first. He has been 
thie leader of that faction of the Republicans of 
Delaware who have been favorable to Blaine.) 


KIRBY'S OPERATIONS IN MONTREAL. 


It Is Said That He Tried to Get Access to 
Some Papers of Importance. 

MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 15.--[Special.|—The 
digglosures regarding Kirby, the alleged 
Scotland Yard spy who, it is claimed, was 
employed by the British Government and 
the London Tunes to ferret, out evidence in 
New York, Chicago, and other leading cities 
implicating the Irish lead in the Phoenix 
Park murders, have created a great sensation 
here, where Kirby is weliknown. The story 
is generally believed. . Kirby has been a 
resident of Montreal for many years, 
and was widely known ig some quarters. 
He was constantly to be seen around the 
hotels, where he would mix with prominent 
men. He was a married man, but had not 
lived with his wife, who ip a wealthy lady, 
for some time. 

It now turns out that Kifby was employed 
in his detective work ev before he lert 
Montreal for the States. President of 
the Montreal branch of the Irish National 
League is H. J. Cloran, a minent young 
Irishman and advocate this city. His 
legal partner is E. J. Hedard, a leading 
young French-Canadian lawyer and Secre- 
tary of the Junior Conserv tive Club of Mon- 
treal. About Oct. 13 of} last\year, short- 
ly before leaving for thp Un States, 
Kirby, it is said, seit for XJ Lawyer 
Bedard and invited h to his room, 
and there told nim that he been engaged 
to secure evidence for the London Times im- 
plicating the Irish leaderg, and stated that 
Bedard could make a thing out of it if 
be would give him access President Clor- 
an's private papers, which were in the office 
of the firm. He told Bed he knew that 
Cloran had been in commu@ieation with Par- 
nell, Davitt, O'Brien, Egan, Fitzgerald, and 
other Irish leaders, and hoped to find 
in these documents evidenge thiat would be 
of service to the Times and the English Gov- 
ernment. Kirby said he had unlimited credit 
from the Times, and prom 
getting him access to 
well compensated. Lawy

In leading the En- 
glish spy into a deeper plot it was 
arranged that a series of blood-curdling 
letters, compromising the Irish leaders, 
should be written and deposited in the safe, 
to be allowed to fall inte Kirby’s hands. The 
scheme could not be carried out, however, as 
Kirby left suddenly a few days atter yards 


for New York and has not been seen here, 


since. President Cioran und Lawyer Bedard 
fully corroborated this story. Lawyer Be- 
dard stated that Kirby invited him to com- 
municate with him by telegraph or letter at 
New York, but of course he did not do so. 


BOGUS THEATRE TICKETS. 


Some One Has Been Selling Them for the 
‘*Erminie * Engagement. 

There was a commotion at the box-office of 
the Grand when the doors were thrown open 
last evening. Scores of people presented 
tickets to the doorkeeper which were re- 
jected as forgeries. Atleast sixty of these 
tickets were offered, and, as each man who 
presented one was accompanied by one or 
more women, the confusion that resulted 
may be imagined. 

The forgery was a clumsy one, designed 
only to swindle the purchaser, as it could not 
deceive any one coanected with the theatre. 

Following is a copy of the inscription, on a 
square piece of pasteboard:

Accompanying the pasteboard were two 
coupons which bore no resemblance to the 
usual coupons of the theatre. 

Manager Harry Hamlin said: As we issued 
no lithograph tickets during this engagement, 
of course we could not have been deceived, 
even if the forgeries had been cleverly exe- 
cuted. One German from the North Side 
came here with three women. He said that 
for the four tickets he had given a pair of. 
shoes. He was good-natured, and when he 
found how he had been fooled he bought tick- 
ets for his companions. He gave me a de- 
scription of the man who sold them, ana 
wh I think I recognize as the attaché of 
another theatre. This fellow will be arrest- 
ed tomorrow.”’

J have no idea; but about 200 have been 
presented altogether tonight and last night 
at the box-office.

Loxpox, Jan. 18 — The additional corre- 
spondence respecting the Sack ville incident 
just published shows Lord Salisbury is really 
evading sending a British representative to 
Washington in order to punish tne United 
States for having packed off Sackville. 
Salisbury lays down that the coun- 
try ought pot to recall its representa- 
tive simply because the Government of 
the country to which he is accredited deem 
him to be persona ingrata, and he bases thie 
view of international law upon a dispaten of 
Lord Palmerston. Theoratically Lord Palm- 
erston may have been in the right, but con- 
sidering that the object of having a represent- 
ative to a foreign Government is to promote 
amity and good feeling the knowledge that 
the person selected is not likely to contribute 
to these ends ought to be sufficient cause for 
his immediate recall. The United States 
need not, however, trouble itseif about 
the follies of Salisbury, for it is 
no doubt fully aware that the Brit- 
ish people would rather sacrifice the whole 
peerage than in any way compromise the 
close and intimate friendship which, thank 
Heaven, exists between the two great 
branches of the English-speaking race. 
Probably the main reason why Lord Salis- 
bury does not send a Minister to the United 
States is that he is anxious that Sackville, 
who is a relative, shall enjoy a few months 
in England with salary as our Minister to 
Washington. 

REFUSED TO BE FIRED. 

Count Benomenar, the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor to Berlin, whose departure from that 
Capital was recorded in Friday’s papers, is a 
personage of middle age. He considered 
himself to be a servant of the Queen Re- 
gent, and in no way concerned with 
the Cabinet, regarding the Ministers merely 
as her Majesty’s cierks. He was recalled 
by the Foreign Minister nearly two months 
ago, but utterly ignored the mandate and 
continued to transact the business of his 
Embassy as if nothing had happened, declar- 
ing that he should consider himself Spanish 
Ambassador until he was recalled by letter in 
the Queen Regent’s own hand. He did not 
take any steps to quit Berlin until his condi- 
tions had been complied with. 

THE DUKE’S FLOWERS. 

The Duke and Duchess of Marlborough 
have been entertaining a large family party 
at Blenhélm. The facts about the Bienheim 
orchids are as follows: The Duke has 
about 40,000 plants of 
another, but manages the hot-houses on 
business principles, and whenever . a 
rare flower turns up among the im- 
ported specimen he sells it.

A PROTEST FROM WESTERN PACKERS, 


lowa Men Object to a Reduction in Ship- 
ping Rates for Hogs. 

Delegations from Sioux City, Des Moines, 
and other Western points appeared before 
the General Freight Agents of the Western 
roads yesterday and presented protests 
against a reduction in hog rates as demanded 
by the Chicago packers. These parties 
claimed that there isno justice in the de- 
mand of Chicago packers to make the rate on 
live hogs the same as on packing-house 
products. Chicago, they said, enjoyed an ad- 
vantage with present rates, and if given fur- 
ther privileges the packers in Iowa would 
have to go out of business. If the rates on 
packing-house producis were advanced they 
would demand a reduction in hog rates from 
local points to the cities they represented to 
equalize the through rates. The present rate 
on hogs to Iowa packing points added to the 
rates on packing-house products from such 
points to Chicago made the rate higher than 
the direct rate to Chicago.

ways lower than between local points. Chi-

Some representative members of the Board 
of Trade are of the opinion that Mr. J. R. 
Dodge, the Government crop statistician, 
does not regard his public office in the light 
of a publie trust. They even say that he has 
a tender feeling for the bears. They do not 
say that Mr. Dodge is short of wheat, but 
they affirm that about the time of the appear- 
ance of Mr. Dodge’s annual report there are 
invariably more sellers than buyers, and that 
the price rarely fails to decline sharply. The 
bears have nothing to say against the Gov- 
ernment report as to the amount of wheat 
raised in 1888, but the bulls do not hesitate to 


say it is absurd. Yesterday William T. 


Baker, who has the reputation of being one 
of the best posted men in the country on the 
crops question, was asked: 

“What do you think of Mr. Dodge’s last 
report!“ 

“I think it is a fraud,“ promptly rephed 
Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Baker had the same opinion of a for- 
mer report, and politely intimated as much 
to the Government statistician. Mr. Dodge 
retorted with warmtn and Mr. Baker re- 
sponded with energy. The last report is no 
more satisfactory than former ones. 

“We know more about the crops than Mr. 
Dodge does,” said Mr. Baker. “We pay 
more money for our information than he 


‘does for his. His June report indicated a 


wheat acreage of 35,757,566; his final report 


says it was 37,336,138, making it appear that 


he has discovered since June over 1,500,000 
acres of wheat. 
MR. DODGE’S QUEER STATEMENTS. 

It is absurd to say there nas been any 
wheat sown since June and harvested to 
cover this enormous increase, and the infer- 
ence is plain that Mr. Dodge either knew 
nothing about it in June or nothing in Janu- 
ary. I think both. We know positively that 
there were millions of acres of winter wheat 
plowed up in the spring that was winter 
killed; we know also that there were hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of spring wheat 
in Minnesota and Dakota burned in the 
fields and never harvested because it had 


been ruived by blight, rust, and frost. We 


know further that there has been 5,000,000 
bushels of this crop received in Minneapolis 
that had no milling value whatever. All 
these facts are entirely ignored in Mr.

CATTLE QUARANTINE IN DAKOTA, 


LEON ABBETT. 


Stringent Measures to Be Passed—Woman 
Suffrage. 

BisMARCK, Dak.,Jan,15.—[Special.]—Among 
the bills introducedin the Legislature today 
was one providing for woman suffrage. It 
is claimed by the friends of the bill that a 
majority of the House is already in favor of 


its passage. 

The question of infectious diseases among 
cattle and horses is again before the Legis- 
lature, and some stringent laws will be 
passed. A bill has been prepared providing 
for a thorough system of inspection of all cat- 
tie from Iilinois, Missouri, and the other 
States in which cattle have been diseased, 
and for a rigid quarantine inst all cattle 
where the Territorial Veterinarian may sus- 
psct that pleuro-pneumonia exists. It aiso 
makes it unlawful for a citizen of the Ter- 
ritory to own a diseased animal, and makes 
provisions for his punishment in the courts. 


WAR ON THE BUCK ET-SHOPS IN OHIO. 


Severe Penalties Provided in the Law Just 
Adopted, 

Cotumsavus, O., Jan. 15.— [Special. The 
House tod ay passed the Senate bill „to sup- 
press bucket-shops snd gambling in stocks, 
bonds, petroleum, cotton, grain, provisions, 
and other products,“ and itis now a law. 
It provides that whoever, individual or cor- 
poration, keeps within Ohio any bucket- 
shop, office, or other place wherein is 
conducted the pretended buying or selling 
of the shares of stocks or bonds of any cor- 
poration, petroleum, cotton, grain, provis- 
ions, either on mafgins or otherwise, with- 
out any intention of receiving and paying 
for the property so bought, or of — 
the property so sold, shall de fined 
not exceeding less than $200 
for the first offense, and the second 
offense shall in addition to the nalty above 
men be imprisonment 2 the county 
all for a period of six months. The owner 
of the buiiding in which such operations are 
carried on is made party defendant and may 
be fined: not more than $1,000 nor less than 
$500, the fine to be a lien upon tne real estate.

Unless the deadlock is broken 
within the next few days it will continue to 
the end of the session, which, under the 
Constitution, expires in forty-five days. The 
Legislature by a two-thirds vote can continue 
the session, which would be impossible, as 
there is no Legislature without the organiza- 
tion of the Senate.

LOST THEIR LIVES IN THE LAKE. 


Two Small Boys Fall Through the Ice— 
Yoathfal Heroism. 

An accident which displayed youthful heroism 
and resulted in the drowning of two youngsters 
occurred yesterday afternoon on the lake shore 
near the Illinois Central ear shops at the foot of 
Sixteenth street.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 15.— [Special.]

Fifty witnesses from half a dozen dif- 
ferent counties were examined 2 A 
new charge was delivered by Judge Woods 
which was mainly devoted to a discussion of 
the law bearing upon the letter alle to 
have been written by Col. Dudley. although 
no airect reference was made to the letter. 
The Judge held that che mere sending by 
one to another of a letter, a document con- 
taining advice to bribe votsrs or setting 
forthascheme for such bribery, however 
bold and reprehensible, is not indictable.

Deputy District Attorney Bailey tonight 
asserted that the charge of Judge Woods is 
a reversal of his first opinion in the trial of 
the Coy election conspiracy cases, and that 
it was determined upon after correspondence 
with high officials in Washington.

and purpose. 

The defendant Hubbard, Chief of Police, noti- 
fied the proprietors of the hall that such meet- 
ing of the society would not be permitted, and 
made threats that no meeting in the future of 
such society would be allowed to be heid in the 
city. By the supplemental bill it appears that 
the defendants—Hubbard, Police perintend- 
ent, and Bonfield, his assistant—did cause a large 
number of policemen to be stationed at the door 
‘of the hall the night of the 23d of December and 

. forcibly preven the meeting by preventing ac- 
cess to hall. The original bill was to enjoin 
the threatened interference with the meeting - 
called for Dec. 23 and ‘9 prevent police inter- 

' ference with complainants and their associates 
in renting of halls and holding meetings for the 
purposes mentioned in their proposed constitu- 
tion so long as they should continue peaceable 
and orderly and from arresting them if they 
should hold or attempted to hold such peaceabie 
and orderly meetings. 

The defendants answer and in substance admit 
the interference of the police with the attempt 
to hold the meeting, and the intent of the defend- 
ants as police officiais to prevent future meet- 
ings of the persons who compose or may be 
members of suid society, and justify their action 
because they say that many of the persons who 
are forming the Arbeiter Bund are Anarchists, 
and that the society 1s to be formed to propagate 
the principies ano doctrines of Anarchists; that 
the proposed meetings ere for illegal purposes, 
and that the name Arbeiter Bunda is 3 mere cloak; 
that the real purpose is to piot to overthrow the 
Constitution and laws of the United States and 
of this State: they allege tbat as such police of- 
ficers they are vested witha discretion in pre 
serving the peace of the city and preventing 
crime, and that this court has no jurisdiction in 
the premises and cannot review the exercise of 
that discretion. 3 

THE MASTER’S REPORT.

To keep the peace, prevent crime, or 
to execute any writ, Warrant ... he may 
call to his aid any person or power of the coun- 


ty. ! 
PREVENTION OF CRIME. 

This power to prevent crime, if it has the 
broad meaning contended for—towit: that the 
— may take any means ordo any act they 

som necessary to prevent crime—would prac 
tically render Legistatures, courts, or other Gov- 
ernment officers entirely unnecessary and use- 
less. Under this power a policeman could with- 
out warrant invade the citizen's home, tear down 
his house, artest the citizen, and détain him for 
any indefinite time in prison cells; he could pre- 
scribe the hour at which a person must close his 
store or put out his lights, prevent the meeting 
of every club, society, literary, or even religious 
inthe city. There would be no outrage upon 
life, liberty, or property that he could not justify 
under the power “to prevent crime.” A refer- 
ence to the common law power of these officers, 
to other sections of the statute, and to the num- 
erous decisions of the Supreme Court in which 
such officers have been liable for illegal arrests 
will show that this power to prevent crime” is 
in no sense an enlargement of the Sheriff's pow- 
ers over those he possessed at common law. 

Every Sherif,” says the leading authority up- 
on the powers of sberiffs, * by the common law 
may do and ts bound to do his best endeavors 
for the conservation of the king’s peace, and muy 
and ought to pursue, apprehend, arrest, and im- 
pom all traitors, murderers, robbers, and other 

elons, and such others as do break or go about 
to break or disturb the king's peace. (Dalton, p. 
27.) Says another still older common law 
authority; Lest any man be deceived in not 
understanding what is meant by these words, 
the breach of the peace,’ he must first of all 
know that by breach of the-peace is understood 
not only that fighting which are commonly called 
breaches of the peace, but also that every mur- 
der, rape, manslaughter, and felony whatsoever, 
and every affraying (or putting in féar) of the 
people, whether it be by unlawful bearing of 
arms or by assemDlingof people to do any un- 
lawful act, are to be taken as disturbances or 
breeches of the peace. (Lombard’s Ei re Nar- 
cha, A. D. 1614.) 
THE POWER OF THE POLICE. 

There are also other sections of the statutes 
which show that no such broad power as con- 
tended for was intended to be conferred on 
Sheriffs. ) 

Sec. 399, criminal code, makes it the duty of 
the Sneriff, n or other officer having 
the power of Sheriff whenever any criminal of- 
tense is committed in his presence to 
apprehend the offender, etc., and “to suppress 
ail riots and unlawful assemblies and to keep 
the peace. 

Sec. 401 gives these officers power to arrest 
without warrant for a criminal offense commuit- 
ted in their presence, and wen in fact a crim- 
inal offense has in fact been committed, and he 
has reasonable ground for believing that the per- 
son to be arrested committed it.“ 

Why the enumeration of these special matters 
and we limitations of powers if it was intended 
that the Sheriff and policeman was to be a law 
unto himself as to What was necessary to pre- 
vent crime"? 

In Shanley vs. Wells, 7ist Illinois, p. 75, the 
powers and limitations of powers of tnese om: 
cers to arrest without warrant on view or on 
reasonable suspicion are clearly defined. 

The reports are full of cases where these offi- 
cers have béen.mulcted in large damages for un- 
dertaking to arrest persons without probable 
cause. | 

In Kindred vs. Stitt, 51st Illinois, p. 408, there 
was an arrest to prevent crime, and without war 
rant, of a pérson who, it was shown by evidence, 
was by report a person of bad character. It was 
also shown by the officer that shortly before the 
arrest several burglaries had been committed in 
the neighborhooe of the arrest, and that a few 
days prior thereto the accused had been seen 
in the neighborhood with noted and suspected 
characters. The court held that these things af- 
forded no probable cause which would justify 
the arrest without @ warrant. 

If the law vested the officer with unlimited dis- 
cretion to make afrests in order to prevent 
erime such decision could not have been ren- 
dered. 

The stalwart Judge (Breeze) parti cularly re- 
marks in that case that detectives have no 
more right to disregard the law than any other 
person, nor under the guise of authority play 
‘fantastic tricks.’” 

It appears that these statutory provisions and 
Supreme Court décisions are conclusive upon 
the point that the power ‘to prevent crime”’ 
was notintended toenlarge the common law 
power of these officers or to place the liberty of 
the citizen subjecttothe discretion. whim, ca- 
price, or malice of these officers. It does not 
give the police force power to punish a citizen— 
as they assume to do—for conspiracies not yet 
formed, fordeeds not yet committed, nor to con- 
stitute themselves censors as to words not yet 


uttered. | 
; UNLAWFUL ASSEMBLIES. 

The express power is given by the statute to 
policemen and other peace officers te suppress 
all unlawful assemblies, but this is only declara- 
tory of the common law. as the power to conserve 
the peace includes the power to suporess all un- 
a assetmabiies, (See Lombard, p. 27, before 
ci 

The statutes of this State clearly point out 
what is an unlawful assembly. 

Sec. 367 of the Criminal Code declares all as- 
semblies of two or more rsons to do an un- 
lawful act to be an unlawful assembly. 

Secs. 300 and 310 in substance provide for the 
manner of suppressing by the Sheriff or any 
other officers of any twelve or more armed or any 
thirty or more unarmed persons who may be un- 
lawfully, riotously, or tumultuously assembled, 


whereby they are given 


by first commanding in the name of the State 


that they disperse, and if they do not, for the 
calling out. of the posse comitatus, or an armed 
force to assist in their dispersal. 

The substance of these provisions is that when 

rsons assemble for the purpose of disturbing 

@ peace or for committing an unlawful act, or, 
being lawfully assembled. the persons comvpos- 
ing the assembly become riotous or tumultuous, 
the assembly is declared to be an unlawful as- 
sem biy.

siety, or even religious assembly in the city, 
tor there are bad men everywhere. 

There is agiaring injustice in defaming any 
body of men as a class by reason of there being 
some bad men belonging tothe body. The con- 
stitutional right of the citizen cannot be taken 
away upon any such vague, indefinite averments 
or belief of the executive officers of the city. 

What Judge or Justice of the Peace would is- 
sue n Warrant upon such affidavits? And if the 
police had arrested without warrant any mem- 
ber of this society who attempted to go into their 
hall, as they threatened to do, what Judge in the 
Stave, if such person had been brought before 
him upon the writ of habeas corpus, and for 
cause of arrest the police had put these affidavits 
of Bonfieldand Hubbard in the — 2 of a re- 
turn or justification for the arrest, but would 
have discharged such arrested person as quick as 
he could have written the words “discharged 
from custody”? Inno other city of the Union, 
in no part of any State or Territory of the United 
States, except herein Chicago, have police of- 
ficials attempted to prevent the right of free 
speech or of peadeable assemblage upon such 
unwarranted pretenses and assumptions of 
It is time to call a halt. 


THE RIGHT OF FREE SPEECH. 


The right of free speech and peaceable assem- 
bly is the life blood of freedom. You might as 
well expect the human body to existafter the 
circulation of blood had been suspended as to 
expect the continued existence of liberty, the 
citizen being deprived of the right of free speech 
and of peaceful assembly. It is time to return 
to the recognition of the broad doctrines of lib- 
erty as laid down years ago by the late Juage 
McAllister, whose memory will remain green as 
long as there are courts maintained for the pro- 
tection of human rights. that the bill of rights 
forming a part of our fundamental law em- 
braces a number of declarations of principles 
calculated to protect the people in the full en- 
joyment of civil liberty as against the acts of the 
Government. 

“That the Constitution is designed as a bul- 
wark against the power of oppression, and that 
itis broad enough to accomplish its purpose.“ 
(People vs. Smith, 4 Legal News.) 

But the question arises. Are there no limita- 
tions or restrictions upon the exercise of these 
rights? Tre answer is; None by the will of the 
police, and only such as the people, by their Con- 
stitution and through their Legislatare, have 
placed thereon. 

Says the Constitution, the highest law of the 
State: Every 728 may freely speak. write, 
and publish on all subjécts. being responsible for 
the abuse of that liberty.“ 

Any abuse of the right of free speech or of 
peaceable assembly must be punished under the 
laws applicable thereto, . 

If these complainants, or any other persons, 
have conspired, or when assembled do conspire, 
to attack life or property, arrest them upon com- 

laint duly made under the law. If when lawful- 

y assembled they act in a tumultuous or riotous 
manner or break the peace disperse them in the 
way pointed out by tue statuts. If they when 
assembled, or whether assembled or not, 
threaten the person or the life of any police offi- 
cial, Judge. or other individual, arrest them un- 
der the statute ana have them put under bonds 
to keep the peace in the manner provided by the 
law, | 

The police by arbitrary arrests without war- 
rant aud by such illegal acts as are bere com- 
plained of cause more disorder than they cure 
und create more crime than they prevent. 

However objectionable some of the objects of 
this society may be to the court or to the great 
body of our citizens, the only question is, Are 
they lawful? They bave a right to advocate 
their peculiar views in public assembly, they 
may discuss any social or economic question, 
may demand the repeal of old laws and the sub- 
stitution of such new ones as may commend 
themselves to their judgments, whims, or ca- 
prices; they may criticise the acts of all pubiic 
officers, from the President of the United States. 
the Judges on the bench, down even to the 
policeman. They may even advocate a cnange 
of our form of government and the substitution 
of another, but peaceably and by means of the 
freeman’s weapon—the ballot, not by force or by 
revolution. 

In a Government resting upon the will of the 
people, where old laws may be repealed, new 
ones made, objectionable officials forced from of- 
fice, and even the Constitution itseif changed by 
the exercise of the people's will through the 
ballot-box, force“ has no place and should find 
no advocate. Lie who in this free country adavo- 
cates force is no friend of the people or their lib- 
erty. 

THE POWER TO DISPERSE UNLAWFUL AS- 
SEMBLAG ES. 


When assembled what power have the police 
over the people assembled? The police have 
power to disperse any meeting that becomes 
riotous or tumultuous, as provided by Sec. 
of the criminal code, The only other discretion 
that am aware of the police possessing over 
public meetings is the power to determine 
whether the speeches and conduct of those pres- 
ent is likely to lead to present tumult and dis- 
order; if so, they may Dy the statute command 
those composing the meeting to disperse, and if 
they retuse, then to disperse them in the manner 
pointed out in the statute. But there must be 
imminent danger of immediate tumult or dis- 
order. This power necessarily results from the 
power to disperse a meeting uniawfully as- 
sembled when it becomes disorderly or tumultu- 
ous. As the old book referred to has it: II. 
therefore, a constable or other of said officers 
ses. any men about to break the peace, as by 
using heat words, by whieh an uffray is likely to 
grow, then ought such officer to command those 
persons to disperse upon pain of imprisonment.” 

The power here vested is a delicate one and 
one to be exercised with great caution and at 
the peril of the police officer if he go too far. 

He is not constituted by the law a ensor of the 
right of free speech, nor is R material whether he 
approves of or disapproves of the utterances or 
acts of the persous ussembled. His only duty is 
to keep the peace, and it is only when there is an 
imminent danger cf a then present breach of the 
peace that he has the right to interfere with the 
meeting. 

No persons, even though lawfully assembled, 
could have any standing in this court if they 
should abuse the right of free speech by advocat 
ing the commission of unlawful acts, the destruc- 
tion of property, or the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment by violence, even though such abuse of the 
right of free speech did not at the time tend to 
immediate tumult or violence. 


HOW TO PROCHED. 


If they so abuse the ht of free speech, and 
in so doing violate the Merritt law or any other 
law, let the police make their nage oe upon 
oath, procure a warrant, and bring them before 
a magistrate for examination in the manner pro- 
vided by law. But as conservators of the peace 
they cannot interfere with the people lawiully 
assembled unless there is tumult or disorder, or 
imminent danger of such tumult or disorder. 

It may be that our laws are insufficient in the 
present excited condition of our society, I think 
not; but if they are we must abide by them as 
we find them till they are changed, for loyalty to 
the law is the first great duty of the citizen. 

There has never been but one attempt to limit 
the right of free speech and free press in this 
country, and that was in the pas by the 
United States Congress, in 1819, of what were 
called the alien and sedition laws. These were 
so obnoxious to the genius and spirit of our free 
institutions that they were repealed before there 
— any Opportunity to test their constitution- 

v. ü 

Referring to the evils resulting from the sedi- 
tion and like laws, Judge Cooley indulges in some 
remarks applicable here. Repression of full 
and free discussion is dan us in any Govern- 
ment resti upon the will of the people. The 
people cannot faii to feel that they are deprived 
of rights, and will be certain to become discon- 
tented when their discussion of public measures 
is sought to be circumscribed by the judgment of 
others upon their temperance or fairness. They 
must be left at liberty to speak with the freedom 
which the magnitude of the supposed wrongs ap- 
pears in their minds to demand, and if they ex- 
ceed ali the proper bounds of moderation the 
consolation must be that the evil likely to spring 
from the Violent utterances will probably be less 
aod its correchon by pubiic sentiment more 
speedy than if the terrors of the law were brought 
to bear to prevent the discussion.” (Cooley on 
Constitutional Limitations, p. 429.) 

As to the jurisdiction of eguity, I am relieved 
of much embarrassment t loyaity to the 
law manifested by City Attorney Knight at the 
close of the argument; when I bad announced 
my intention to pass fully upon the rights of 
these complainants and upon the wers of the 
police he stated in open court that the police 
would cheerfully acquiesce in and follow what- 
ever opinion I might pronounce. ~

OFFICIAL EXPRESSION OF OPINION, 


The Mayor, Chief Hubbard, Inspector Bon- 
fleld, and Attorneys Speak Guardediy. 
The following opinions on the decision 

were gathered about the City Hall yesterday: 

Mayor Roche—* We shall not violate the law,” 
he said. We never intended to, and we shall 
certainly carry it out. 1 can’t say that lam 
much surprised at the decision.” 

Chief Hubbard—With the reservation that I 
have yet to read the opinion, I may say I believe 
the court said that these 22 had a right to 
have a meeting; then, after they have met, if 
there is anything un'awful let the police stop 
them. If this isso, and if the law department 
made any suggestion to that effect and that we 
would abide by. the opinion of the court, we shall 
do so undoubtedly. Any agreement we make 
we shall stick to. As the Mayor said in his let- 
ter, if we are acting unusually, or with more 
furce than we ought, it is the duty of the Judge 
f he says we do, then we shall 
change our course and curry out the instructions 
ofthe court. As to the entertainments proposed 
for the benefit of the families of the Anarchists, 
I don't think we shall interfere with them at all. 

Inspector Bonfield—I have not yet had time to 
read the opinion, and do not care to speak on the 
subject atpresent. It would not be proper for 
me, either, toexpress any opinion as to the fut- 
ure course of the department—that is Chief Hub- 
bard’s business. All the department can do, 
however, 1s to abide by the decision; it cannot 
take any other ition. 

Corporation Counsel Green—The question of 
jurisdiction, on which we made our fight, was 
not settled. The court did not touch upon it. 
The Judge simply says that those people may 
hold a meeting next Sunday, or as soon as possi- 
ble, and then if we come into court and report 
on their meeting he will take up the question of 
jurisdiction at one day's notice, and he will un- 
doubtedly dismiss the injunction for lack of 
jurisdiction. They want to hold this meeting, 
and, of course, it will be peaceable. But the 
fact is they have had a number of meetings, 
have adopted a constitution and elected officers. 
The decision applies to one meeting only, but 
this can be held without police interference. The 
stipulation on the partof the city was only for 
that one meeting. 

Assistant City Attorney Knight—We had in- 
formation that the objects for which these peo- 
ple wanted to meet were unlawful. The court 
took the Constitution and, construing it, heid 
their objects to be lawful. He says that they 
have a right to meet, and we shall not interfere 
with them as long as they keep within the law 
and are peaceable. The court avoided the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction altogether, although that was 
our main point. 

J. Henry Kraft, attorney for the Arbeiter Bund 
—The court did what was right under the circum- 
stances. An injunction should not issue unless 
there is a necessity for it, and inasmuch as the 
city has agreed in open court to act according to 
the opinion of the court as to our right to meet 
an injunction at this time wgs not necessary. It 
the city had taken the’ posi all through that 
they would stop the meetings, law or no law, the 
court would have issued the injunction. I don’t 
think the police will interfere with the meetings 


just at present, because they would go back on | 


the agreement made in open court by their coun- 
sel if they did. The court has clearly defined 
what their rights are and what ours are; and the 
city has agreed to abide by it. I think they want 
us to hold a meeting as soon as possible. We 
were entitled to a final hearing and decision. 
They want to have this final hearing so as to get 
the matter up to the Supreme Court. The other 
side wished that we should hold @ meeting and 
they will report. It will be decided in a few days 
when the Arbeiter Bund will have its meeting. 
The court left the question of a prenerty right 
entirely alone and simply decided our right to 
meet. 

The Arbeiter-Zeitung announced the decision 
in the following manner: 

The Arbeiter Bund victorious!—Judge Tuley 
this morning rendered his decision in the case 
of the Arbeiter Bund against Bonfield, Hubbard, 
and Roche. It was written with great diligence, 
and overthrew the objections of Bonfield and 
his associates to the exercise of the constitution- 
ally guaranteed rights of free speech and free 
assemblage in an entirely formal and, therefore, 
effectual manner. Mr. Bonfield is called, for 
instance, a nervous policeman "’ (crazy fellow), 
whose assertion that the members of the Arbei- 
ter Bund are lawless persons did not deserve 
credit. The members of the Arbeiter Bund, it 
says in another place, have just as good a right 
to meet for lawful discussion as any other inhab- 
itants of Chicago. An injunction the Judge de- 
clined to issue, both parties having promised in 
open court to obey the instructions of the court, 
and he, the Judge, had confidence that the po- 
lice would keep their promise and not iaterfere 
—— the meetings of the Arbeiter Bund in the

INTERNECINE TROUBLES OF THE KNIGHTS 


Powderly Declares a Boycott Off, and the 
Local Assembly Rebels. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 15.— [Special. 
The reversal by Master Workman Pow- 
derly and the General Executive Council of 
tne Knights of Labor of the decision of the 
local assembly boycotting P. J. Kelieher for 
violating tne early closing regulations is 
likely to lead to National consequences in the 
order. The Central Labor Union, reciting 
that Kelleher had advertised an “alleged 
vindication,” resolved that it would adhere 
to the pledge to have nothing to de with 
Kelleher here or with his business partners 
elsewhere. This is not a war alone on Kelle- 
her, but on Powderly. The latter declared 
tne boycott on Kelleher off. The union de- 
clines to grant it, and reaffirms the boycott. 
The Knights say that the entire brotherhood 
was astonished that Powderly should restore 
Kelleher to standing, and it is asserted that 
the Catholic Church relations between Pow- 
derly and Kelleher led to the ‘vindication ”’ 
of the Indianapolis man.

A Man Arrested Charged with Trying to 
Swindle a Farmer—Other m..

Accordingly be telegraphed the 
Britisn Consul at Chicago, from whom he ob- 
tained a reply that no agent represented him 
in Wisconsin. Then the farmer notified the 
police and the man was arrested. As there 
was no charge on which to prosecute him he 
was discharged from custody this evening 
and ordered out of tut city.

Upon the heels of the recent brutal treat- 
ment of a Methodist clergyman in Louisiana 
for no cther offense than preaching the Gos- 
pel to negroes comes a dispatch from Hart- 
zoll, Ala., announcing the murder of another 
Methodist clergyman, the Rev. Benjamin 
Rains. ‘The account simply states that while 
on his way from Somerville to bis nome he 
was stabbed, and that there is no clew to his 
murderers. Asto the motive for the cruel 
deed, itis not far to find. There is but one 
motive forthe killing of ministers in the 
South, and that is to get rid of those who are 
seeking to improve and elevate the condition 
of the negro. Evidentiy, so far as a large 
element of the population of the South is 
concerned, what it most needs is not recon- 
struction but ordinary civilization. It has 
not progressed beyond the savage coadi- 
tions. . sae 

Tue message of Gov. Hovey of Indiana is 
replete with sound Republican doctrine. He 
favors stringent legislation to secure honest 
elections in Indiana. He wants the buyer 
and tne seller of votes disfranchised for life. 
All political assessments should be prohib- 
ited. A registry law should be passed. The 
Constitution of 1881 made it the duty of the 
Legislature to pass such a law, but that body 
bus been under the control of the Demo- 
crats since then, and of course ngthing has 
been done. As both Houses now have a 
Democratic majority it 1s to be feared that 
the Governor’s suggestions are thrown away.

He is equally sound on the temperance 
question. He favors the enactmentof a local 
option law, and also a higher licenge than is 
now required, the minimum to be $200 and 
the maximum $1,200. It is doubtful if an un- 
friendly Legislature can be induced to do 
either of these things. . 


JUDGE TULEY AND THE ANARCHISTS. 

Judge Tuley delivered his decision yester- 
day in the case of the Arbeiter Bund versus 
the city police. He refused the injunction, 
but chiefly because he thought it would be 
unnecessary. He lecturea the police se- 
verely; be delivered a long and eloquent dis- 
sertation on the sacredness of free speech 
and the danger of police interference with 
it, no matter how seditious, and sought to 
reconcile his views and conclusions with 
those of the Supreme Court in the Spies An- 
archist case. . 

So far as the Arbeiter Bund is concerned 
the learned Judge finas that there is nothing 
in the by-laws or constitution ot that body 
which proclaims an uvfawfal purpose or the 
intention of using violence or interfering. 
With the officers of the la w in propagating its 
views. The members are not seditious, the 
Judge discovers, nor are they hatching 
treason, They have no intention of abolish- 
ing the wiige system by force or resisting 
„exploitation 
therefore they onght not to be mediled with 
by the police. He finds it is true that only 
those can be members of tho bund who de- 
“clare for the abolition of the inhuman wage 
system.“ which means that no one will be 
let in who consents to take his share of the 
profits of work in the form of a fixed sum 
guaranteed to himin advance, but that is not 
seditious. 

The Judge was pleased to learn from the 
members of this harmiess and patriotic bund 
that they wanted to meet, uot to plot treason 
or violence, but to discuss political economy, 
enjoy social intercourse, and force esteem 
from the outside world by a manly and 
conscientious conduct.” It is apparent that 
the police made a grievous error when they 
interfered with asociety which only bad such 
fofty and excellent. objects as these in view. 
Had the police been better posted they 
would have encouraged these educational 
gatherings rather than restrained them. 
Let us hope, now chat the bund people have 
unquestioned permission to assemble, taat 
the bund will stick by its good and peaceable 
professions, that it will add no seditious or 
treasonable clauses to its constitution, and 
that it will not tolerate in its midst nor 
permitto address it persons who hold the 
Anarchistic doctrines denounced -by the Bu- 
preme Court, for Judge Tuley says: 


If this society were such a society ag the Su- 
reme Court ribes the “Internationals” to 
it could have no standing in this court, for 
men cannot appeal to the law for protection in 
overthrowing law. 

But the deeision, so far as it relates to that 
peaceful literary debating society known as 
the Arbeiter Bund; amounts to little. The 
important part of the decision, however, lies 
in this paragraph: 

If, as the master forcibly says, the mere belief 
of a police officer that projected public mee 
are for unlawful purposes shail operate oo) ee 

rohibition of such meetings, such belief created 

y error, malice, bigotry, or political partisan- 
ship may be resorted to for the extingvishment 
of a fundamental constitutional right. I am as- 
tounded to find that at this day, in this free 
country, it should be urged that a police official 
can forbid the meeting of a society because of 
his belief that the society isa treasonabie one 
and the members are about to commit treasonudle 


Now this may be the law. It is not for a 
newspaper to review and overrule the opin- 
ion of the Chancellor, and he an able law- 
ver, though strongly tinctured with the 
teachings of the State sovereignty school. 
But if this is the law then the responsibility 
for preserving the peace and preventing 
breaches thereof is measurably taken off the 
shoulders of the police—which, of course, in- 
cludes the Mayor, who is the chief peace offi- 
cer of the city—and put on those of | 
courts. The Judge, however, supposes a 
state of things that would warrant the po- 
lice to interfere, which he thus states:

There are some co ns of public policy 
that enter into all cases of this character. The 
judiciary will always avoid any conflict or seem- 
ing conflict of authority between ft and the exec- 
utive officers of the city, and itis only in extreme 
cases that it ought to interfere with such execu- 
tive officers in the 5 ot a> powers — 
supposed ers conferred on them by the city 
charter, When: therefore, the representatives 
of the city goverament, the attorneys of this city, 
declare to the court that the city authorities will 
ulesce in the law as laid down by the court, 
and thatif the court holds that the police have 
trespassed upon the complainants’ rights they 


will cease such n in my opinion 
a proper respect for such executive of- 
ficers demands that ..the court shall 
not issue the injunction. The necessity 


for the injunction no longer exists. Therefore, 
there is no 4 ſor court to pass upon 
the question of jurisdiction. The order will, 
therefore, be that all exceptions to the master's 
report be overruled and the master’s report con- 
firmed. In eonciusion, I desire to say that I can- 
not but recognize the fact that there are some 
turbulent persons in this community who appear 
to be desirous of inciting the people to violence 
and disorder, The issuing of a writ of injunction 
rests largely in the discretion of the Chancellor; 
and the writ will not be used in the protection or 
aid of such persons in such attempts. I stated 
upon the hearing that I had been connected for 
some years wi the City Government and 
knew the necessity at all timesof holding an 
iron hand upon vice and disorder. In this case I 
have thought it necessary to vindicate the right 
of free speech and peadgeable assemblage, but it 
is not the intent of this court to attempt to 1 * 
late the Mayor and police officials in tne dis- 
charge of their pot ye pe duty to maintain the 
peace and good order of the city. 

Assuming that the law as laid down by tho 


Chancellor is correctly stated it relieves the 
Mayor and police up to a certain pointof a 
grave responsibility, and the courts have as- 
sumed it. Let ua hope that the members of 
the Arbeiter Bund will remain the quiet and 
peaceable people they tell Judge Tuley they 
are, and that the Chancellor will never while 
sitting in the Criminal Court have occasion 
to try any of them for murders done while 
attempting to subvert by violent means the 
present system of ‘t wage-slavery ’’—that is, 
taking compensation in a stipulated sum 
made in the business instead of working for 
tiie State for their grub and duds,”’ as ad- 
vocated by Socialism, 


AN IMPUDENT RAILROAD GRAB. 

The action of the Council was commenda- 
ble in referring the ordinance proposing to 
give the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad Company permission to lay ten 
side or switch tracks across Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets west of Ciark street. 
The railroad company would occupy some 
eighty feetof two roadways each sixty-six 
feet wide with its ten tracks and render the 
streets practically impassable. For the same 
extent ot ground in the vicinity owned by 
private parties, ds Ald. Connor well said, the 
ruilroad corporation would have to pay from 
$50,000 to $75,000. Because it is heid in 
trust by the city for thé people the big cor- 
poration proposes to appropriate it bodily 
and without a dollar of compensation. The 
same company is also reachipe out for a 
franchise similarly to occupy @ighty feet of 
city trust property on Nineteenth and Twen- 
tieth streets, and will eventually try to 
cross Eighteenth street with its switch 
tracks. All this, too, without compensation 
to the city. The proposition is monstrous, 
and those Aldermen who voted for it did not 
know what they were about apparently. Mr. 
Connor’s proposition that the company 
should erect a viaduct across its present 
tracks on Eighteenth street in exchange for 
the privilege is quite moderate. The com- 
pany secured its right of way into the city 
before the viaduct clanse was incorporated 
in the railroad ordinances during the ad- 
ministration of 1872-’73, but it can be com- 
pelled in equity to bulla the viaduct. The 
clause in question is only a definition of the 
common law rignt of the city to compel rail- 
road companies that have destroyed safe 
crossings to make them good by the erection 
of viaducts. The matter is now in the hands 
of the Mayor, who, following the policy he 
has pursued with respect to other companies, 
will compel the erection of a viaduct at 
Eighteenth street at the expense (including 
damages to property by approaches) of the 
railroad company. A viaduct is needed badly 
at this point, and it is time the Michigan 
Southern Read was compelled to do some- 
thing for the city in return for the most 
valuable franchise it enjoys. 


FREIGHTS ON HOGS AND HOG PRODUCTS. 

Apparently the Western Freight Associa- 
tion has decided on the policy of exciting a 
discussion between the packers of this city 
and those who work plauts on the Mis- 
souri River. The Chicago men will make a 
grave mistake if they engage in such a con- 
vest of wit, allowing the railroad men to 
stand back as disinterested spectators. The 
latter are the real defendants in he case, 
and should not be permitted to assume any 
other position till they concede the point at 
issue, as they are clearly in the wrong. The 
question is, not whether a present advantage 
shall be continued to one set of men, but 
whether the railroads shall be allowed to 
charge the higher rate for the trans- 
portation of a class of freight which 
really ought to be carried for the lesser 
amount of pay. They are now exact- 
ing 374g per cent more for carrying hogs 
between certain points than for transporting 
equal weights of product over precisely the 


the Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission the charge on the first should 
be 28 per cent less than that on the second. 
For this the railroads are clearly to blame. 
The men who pack on the Missouri River 
cannot be blamed for being willing to take 
‘advantage of this discrimination, or for wish- 
lag to have it continued as long as possible. 
It is the carriers who are sinning against 
common fairness and public justice, and the 
Chicago packers will be exceedingly near- 
sighted if they do not keep this well to the 
front and avoid being switched off to any 
side issue. | 

Taking into account the cost of the rolling- 
stock used and the time it is employed in 
transporting a single load over the same 
route, including loading and unloading, the 
charges ought to be greater for carrying the 
product than equal weights of animal on the 
hoof.

HOW TO FIX MAXIMUM RAILROAD RATES. 

Railroad officials who oppose giving the 
Inter-State Commission power to fix max- 
imum rates declare emphatically it would 
be impossible for any, board of five men 
or fifty men to perform that duty for all 
the railroads in the United. States. The 
undertaking certainly would be an enormous 


one if the Commissioners were to fix abso- 


lute rates, and were required first t@investi- 
gate every schedule and classification on 
every road, and attempt by such inquiry to 
determine in each instance what would be 
reasonable and just. Nothing of the sort is 
advocated. Itis not desired that the com- 
mission should establish maximum charges 
which would be absolute, and make it con- 
clusive that any amount in excess of the rate 
fixed would be unreasonable, but simply 
that the commission should prescribe tariffs 
which should be taken as prima facie evi- 
dence of fair charges. Hence, in amending 
the Inter-State act Congress might provide 
that the railroad tariffs existing on a spect- 
fied date previous to the change of the law 
should be regarded as prima facie evidence 
at the outset of what was reasonable and 
just, provided that on appeal to the commis- 
sion such tariffs might be changed as the 
facts in any particular case might require. 
In this way, instead of attempting the end- 
less task of establishing or revising all the 
railroad tariffs in the United States, the com- 
mission would have to deal only with the ex- 
ceptional cases of hardship or inequality. 
This duty would not be beyond the ability of 
an industrious commission. 

The rule suggested as to fixing maximum 
rates would involve little more than the ap- 
plication of an old doctrine of the English 
courts regarding proof of unjust discrimina- 
tion. A lower rate made to one person than 
another for the same service was treated as 
evidence that the higher charge was unrea- 
sonabie. This ou the theory that the rail- 
roads voluntarily fix their own rates, and it 
must therefore be presumed that their iow- 
est charges yielded a fair profit. If this rule 
should be applied to rates generally the low- 
est tariffs ever made by a railroad would be- 
come prima facie proof of fair rates for ship- 
ments over its line. Such a rule, although 
nothing more than an extension of an old 
common law doctrine, would probably be too 
severe on roads that have been engaged at 
times in cutthroat rate wars, and it would be 
fairer to say that the readjusted and modi- 
fied tariffs existing under the Inter-State 
act on a certain day Should be taken as prima 
facie evidence of reasonable and just rates. 
Complaints could then be made to the com- 
mission in cases where such rates were 
deemed excessive, and on proof of the fact 
they could be reduced. On the other hand, 
instances might be found where destructive 
competition had forced the charges below a 
fair level, and on satisfactory proof of such 
a state of affairs the rate could be raised. 

Ia this manner of fixing maximum rates 
the commission would not be calied upon to 
revise all railroad tariffs, but to deal simply 
with casés where rates were alleged to be 
extortionate, unequal, or excessively low. 
Meanwhile the rates voluntarily established 
by the railroads under the competition of the 
Inter-State act would be fixed as a line of de- 
fense for the public, and beyond that limit 
the carriers could not go without positive 
proof that higher charges would be only fair 
and reasonable. Fixing maximum rates in 
this manner would secure permanently to 
the public the advantages of the competition 
already enjoyed, while the commission would 
be required to act. only on complaints of ex- 
tortion or unjust discrimination—a duty it is 
supposed to perform under the law as it 
stands. 


A curious light is thrown on free trade 
and ultra protection doctrines by the con- 
duct of Macmuilan & Co., publishers in Lon- 
don and New York, in the production of 
James Bryce's American Commonwealth,“ 
whose high and substantial merit has been 
made known in these columns. The publish- 
ers have complete copyright protection. The 
English law, which inciudes a copyright 
reciprocal protection with most of the Con- 
tinental countries, protects them at home. 
They may put any price they please on the 
work and no one can interfere with their 
monopoly by printing a cheaper edition, 
The cost of the Englisn edition is $13. They 
have like security under our American copy- 
right law, Mr. Bryce having had two Amer- 
ican citizens for collaborators. The price of 
the American edition, in every respect satis- 
factory, is 66. Let in England they have to 
pay much less for everything entering into 
the mechanical product. This shows that 
tariff is by no means as potent as it is repre- 
sented tobe by the extremists of either 
school. The publishers know that by putting 
the figures reasonably low the large Amer- 
ican sale will be profitapie, while in free 
trade England there is not yet enough de- 
mand for literature of such a grade as to 
warrant them in alike experiment. We get 
books as cheaply now as they are likely ever 
to be, and tariff tinkering one way or the 
other is not likely to make much difference. 
Of course the tax imposed on books and art 
in the custom-house is as illogical as itis un- 
necessary and profitiess. It ought to be re- 
moved.

Tux election by the Delaware Legislature 
today of Anthony Higgins, Republican, as 
United States Senator, to succeed Saulsbury, 
will give that State the first square Repub- 
lican representative it has ever had in the 
Senate and with one exception in either 
House of Congress. Before the Rebellion 
Delaware was frequently Whig, but the Con- 
federate sympathies of her ruling familres, 
the Bayards and Saulsburys, made the State 
Confederate. It is to the bitter enmities be- 
tween these two rival houses that the Re- 
pubdlicans owe the gain of one county of the 
three, where there was a Democratic bolt, 
and the control of the Logisiature, with the 
consequent gain of a Senator for six years. 
It is matter for congratulation also, that the. 
Republicans held together in the face of all 
temptation, and that the danger which was 
apparent from the attempts of the Dem- 
ocrats to buy two votes, for which $15,000 
was offered, did not materialize. It is matter 
for still heartier congratulation that this 
gain comes just at the time it was needed. 


It will offset the loss of Riddleberger 
and restore the majority of two

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Tue TRIBUNE was in error vesterday when 
it said that Peoria drew none of its drinking 
water from the Illinois River. We are told 
that it does get a portion of its supply theore- 
from, pumping the water up into a settling 
reservoir on the bluff, where it gets rid of 
any heavier impurities that it may contain 
and is further purified by contact with the 
air. The fact that the city is able to use 
water from the Lilinois at all is striking evi- 
dence of the wonderful chemical action that 
is continually going on when running water 
is exposed to the oxygen of the gir. The 
Illinois at Peoria is a slow moving stream,. 
for it has a fall of but about an inch a mile. 
There has been emptied into the river the 
drainage and washings and sewage of many 
thousand farms and of hundreds of cities 
and villages in this and other States, for 
Wisconsin towns help to pollute the Fox, 
and Indiana villages the Kankakee, and 
yet the quality of the water improves so rap- 
idly as its impurities are chemically removed 
by aeration that at Peoria it is in 
passable drinking condition, except for a 
short period during the winter, when the 
Illinois is ice-covered and the water is cut 
off more or less from the purifying influences 
of the air. The sewage of Peoria, a city of 
about 50,000 people, and its numerous herds 
of distillery slop-ted cattle, empties into the 
Illinois, which also receives the refuse from 
its numerous manufactories, and at Pekin, 
which is but a few miles down the river, 
with no streams flowing in between the two 
places to dilute the filth, the river is so foul 
that the water is absolutely undrinkable and 
cannot be made potable by any device. With 
no dilution and an insufficient distance for 
oxygenation to do its work the Peoria sew- 
age 1s almost as offensive at Pekin as when 
it was turned into the river. The water at 
Peoria would not be as pure asitis but for 
the dilution by the Fox and the Kankakee 
and the influence of the oxygen of the air on 
the water while flowing from the points of 
their entrance to Peoria.

Prince Bismarck replied to Herr Richter, 
and took occasion to denounce the lack of 


tism displayed by the Liberal press, 


which, he said, was seeking to embarrass 
the policy of the fathériand for the benefit 


of foreigners. 

During the debate on the expenses of the 
German Consulate at Zanzibar, Prince Bis- 
marck said he would’ not now refer to the 
Government's colonial policy, but that he 
would speak on the subject during the de- 
bate on the East Africa bill, which would be 
submitted to the Bundesrath forthwith. 
Prince Bismarck made nine short speeches 

during the day, and the fact is taken to indi- 
gate anxiety on his part to avoid annoying 
Engiand. The Opposition abstained from 
provoking the Chanceilor. The Geffcken 
and Morier affairs were not referred to. 

Since his return to Berlin Prince Bis- 
marck, who appearsto be nervous and ex- 
cited, has been constantly occupied. He has 
had three interviews with the Emperor and 
has received Prince Sollus Sonnenwalde, 
who recently arrived here, and who was 
mentioned by Maj. von de Ines as being 
present when Bazaine asserted that he had 
received Morier’s dispatch regarding the 
crossing of the Moselle by the German 
troops. The Chancellor also presided ata 
council of Ministers. 

The Liberal Deputies are making prepara- 
tion for important debates. They held a 
crowded meeting Sunday, at which they 
unanimously adopted a vote of confidence in 
their leaders, notably Herr Richter, who pre- 
sided. Herr Richter was loudly applauded 
when, in the course of a speech, be attributed 
the Liberal losses at the last election to the 
fears of war that had been spread 
in the minds of the public. Neverthe-

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THE BULL MOVEMENT OF MONDAY 
D NOT HOLD OUT. 


Room Traders and Bears Forced a Reaction 
Yesterday—Théere Was a General De- 
cline, but Most of the Changes Were 
Fractional—Atchison Passes a Dividend 
—Kansas City Live-Stock Commission- 
Men Agree Not to Sell Options to 
Scalpers. | 

New York, Jan. 15.— [Special.] — The bull 
movement of yesterday did not outlast this 
morning, and by noon the room traders, 

backed by the bears, succeeded in forcing a 

reaction. From that time on the market see- 

sawed about, the net result, however, being 

a general decline. There was little news of 

importance outside of one item, and that of 

itself was unavoidable and helped the bears 
materially in weakening the list. This was 
about the passing of the Atchison dividend, 
the information of this action by the direct- 
ors being received here from Boston 
about 1:30 o’clock. Atchison immedi- 
ately broke, and although it subsequent- 
ly recovered somewhat, still the ef- 
fect had been bad, so far at least 
as the speculations for the day were con- 
cerned. The foreigners seemed to have con- 
fidence, and they did quite a good deal of 
buying, taking St. Paul, Reading, Erie—both 
common and preferred—Lake Shore, Wabash, 
and Central Pacitic, and the strength of the 

earlier part of the morning was due in a 

great measure to these buying orders from 

London. The coalers were an element of 

weakness throughout most of the day, and 

the Grangers seemed to huve lost their stiff- 
ness of yesterday, and altogether it was not 
the gala day the bulls had boped for and 
loudly predicted.

TO BOYCOTT LIVE STOCK SCALPERS. 
Commission Men in Kansas City Agree 
Not to Sell Them on Options. 

Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 15.—[Special.]— 
The old misunderstanding between the pork 
packers and the scalpers has been brought to 
the surfave again by an attempt on the part 
of the packers to stop the selling of hogs to 
scalpers on an option basis. Thé packers 
claim that the scalpers, coming into market 
early and buying up the best consignments 
on options, run up the price and force them 
to pay more than the market price. An 
agreement was putin circulation yesterday 
afternoon by the packers and signed by a 
large number ot commission men dy 
which the commission men agree to 
stop selmg to scalpers on options. 
The matter will be referred to the 
Board of Directors of the Live Stock Ex- 
change, and it is expected that they will 
make some suggestion in the matter at the 
next meeting of the board Saturday. The 
packets say that they are not attempting to 
force out the middlemen to get control of the 
market and lower prices, but that they sim- 
ply wish to take all speculative value of the 
market in which they buy for cash. It is 
claimed by the scalpers that their presence 
is a benefit to the country producers in that 
they keep the puckers from bearing the 
market-and taking hogs at their own figures. 
The packers, however, are so unwilling and 
unaole to see the matter in that light that 
they will, itis said, put their own buyers on 
the road uniess the commission men boycott 
the scaipers. .

Commissioner Spencer said the proposition 
was a fair one and urged the Republicans to 
accept it. Commissioner Kuimbell objected 
and made a counter proposition that the cau- 
cus proceed to bailot at once and pledge it- 
self to abide by the nominations made. The 
Democrats objected to this on the ground 
that it would enable Pluckebaum, with Re- 
publican aid, to name his personal candi- 
dates, including Rumford and Spray. They 
declared themselves unalte raSly opposed to 
either. The caucus debated the question for 
an hour and broke up without coming to an 
agreement. Another effort will be made to 
restore harmony this morning before the 
board meets imadjourned session. It is pos- 
sible that Spencer, Cool, Senne, Blair, and 
Engelhardt will unite with six of the Demo- 
crats in fixing a siate and putting it through 
without the aid of Kimbeil, Hodgkins, and 
Pluckebaum. 

MR. DIXON’S RESOLUTION. 

Ald. Dixon was the butt of many jokes 
yesterday around the City-Hall over a resv- 
lution offered by him in tne City Council 
Monday night asking that a bili be drawn to 
be presented to the Legislature authorizing 
the city to assyme control of street-car com- 
panies during strikes in order to accommo- 
date the public. 

It's absurd,” said Ald. Wetherell, “ and 
a thousand complications would follow. 
Suppose there wWas a loss in the business, 
who would make it good? It is rid- 
iculous to suggest a law which would 
allow the city to assume control of 
an individual’s roperty, and how 
could new men secured to run 
engines, cars, and cash-box besides caring 
for the animais? And if the company re- 
fused to let their horses go out of tne stable, 
or if the fires were put out and the engine- 
houses locked, what would the city do’ If 
such a law were passed the city would become 
more corrupt than ever. Strikers would 
rule the Government. They might order a 
strike before election, and by agreeing to 
vote a certain way control the government 
of companies. What could be done if men 
struck for 2.50, wnen they had been receiv- 
ing $2, if the company refused to grant an 
increase and the city took control and put 
the strikers to work at the increase asked? 
O. it’s too ridiculous to think about.“ 

Assistant Corporauon Counsel 
thought it was a dangerous experiment. 
Nevertheless,“ he said, there might be 
some good in it after all, but it would be a 
measure undoubtedly in favor of the strikers. 
Some method of arbitration might be formu- 
lated which would compel tie settlement 
of the strike after a certain period. It all 
depends on whether there is any law that 
would stand the test of legality for a city to 
goon private property and take charge. 
think there is not.“ 

Half adozen Aldermen twitted Ald. Dixon 
while he was in tne hall, but he took it in a 
good natured way. Something has to be 
done,” he said, “and I merely propose to 
make an effort to formulate a remedy.”’ 

ROW IN THE CITY CLERK’S OFFICE. 

There was a good sized row in the City 
Clerk’s office yesterday afternoon about the 
contract for the German printing.

THE NEW AGREEMENT OF THE WEST- 
ERN GENERAL MANAGERS. 


The Final Clause Savors Sufficiently of a 
Pool to Call for an Explanation from the 
Officials—Talk of the Presidents About 
the Gentlemen's Agreement „A New 
Ruling in the Right of Eminent Domaia 
—Notes. ; 


The new agreement and rules adopted by the 
General Managers last week have just been sub- 
mitted to the Presidents of the various roads for 
ratification.

Wenne, D. C., Jan. 15.—In the House 
today Mr. Springer called up as the special 
order the Senate bill for the admission of 
South Dakota and the organization of the 
Territory of North Dakota. The bill having 
been read in full, Mr. Springer took the floor 
in explanation of the measure and in advo- 
cacy of the substitute, the omnibus bill, 
which he proposed to offer at a proper time. 
He premised his remarks with the statement 
that he would endeavor to secure a vote to- 
day. He sketched briefly the action of the 
Constitutional Convention heid in Dakota in 
September, 1885, which had formulated a 
Constitution for the State of South Dakota. 
The Constitution had been submitted to the 
people and ratified by a vote of 25,000 to 
6,000. The total vote had been only 31.000, 
while at that time there were 65,000 
voters in the Territory. In view of 
the smallness of the vote, he insisted 
justice to the people of Dakota required 
that a new convention should be held. 
He called attention to various provisions of 
the Constitution of 1885, which he considered 
bore the marks of having been formulated 
hastily, and argued that they presented an- 
other reason why a new convention should 
be held. He criticised the clause of the Con- 
stitution deciaring that all the existing 
archives, reco and books belonging to 
the Territory of Dakota should belong to the 
State of South Dakota. Under that clause, 
the Secretary of State of the new State was 
authorized to go to Bismarck and denude the 
Camtol there of every scrap of paper and 
every book belonging to the Territory. 

Mr. Cox oi New York believed that Con- 
gress had beenderelict in regard to the ad- 
mission of Dakota and the other Territories. 
He was in favor of the omnibus bill with 
certain amendments, but he was willing to 
help along any little conterence between the 
two Houses of Congress which wouid resuit 
in elevating the Territories into the rank of 
Statehood. Every Territory (except Utah) 
should be admitted into the Union when it 
had a population sufficient under the law to

The President Sends a Message to Con- 
gress on the Subject. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 15.—The Presi- 
dent sadly treciemibies to both Houses of 
Con s a report from the Secretary of 
State, with later correspondence (since Dec. 
21, 1888); exhibiting the progress of the dis- 
turbances in Samoa up to the present date. 


In his message of transmittal the President 
says: N 

The information thus laid before the Congress 
is of much importance, since it has relation to 
the preservation of American interests and the 
protection of American citizens and their prop- 
in a distant locality and under unsuitable 
unsatisfactory government. 

}midstofthe disturbances which have 
arisen at Samoa such powers have been exer- 
cised as Reem to be within Executive control 
under the Constitution and laws, and which ap- 
ar to accord with our National policy and con- 
tion to restore tranquillity and secure the 
safaty ofour citizens through negotiation and 
ment with Great Britain and Germany, 
which, with our own Government, constitute 
the treaty powers ‘interested in Samoan 
peace and quiet. The attempt has been made 
to define more clearly the part .which those 
Powers shall assume in the government of that 
country, while at the same time its autonomy 
has been insisted upon. These negotiations 
were at One time interrupted by such action on 
the part of the German Government as appeared 
to be inconsistent with their further continuance. 
Germany. however. still asserts. as from the first 
she has Gone, that she has no desire or intention 
to overturn the native Samoan Government or 
to ignore our treaty rights, and she still invites 
our Government to join ber in restoring peace 
and quiet. But thus far her propositions on this 
subject seem to lead to such a preponderance of 
German power in Samoa es was never contem- 
platea by us and is inconsistent with every prior 
agreemént or understanding, while her recent 
conduct as between native warring factions gives 
the suspicion that she is not content with

ARGUMENTS ON THE NEW BANKING LAW. 


Mr. Dupee Appears for the Petitioners and 
Mr. Hunt for the Auditor. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 15.—[Special.}—In 
the Supreme Court today arguments were 
heard in the banking law case, Charles A. 
Dupee of Chicago appearing for the petition- 
ers and Attorney General Hunt for the 
Auditor of Public Accounts. Mr. Dupee’s line 
of argument was that the first five sections 
of the act conferred complete powers for the 
organization of tne bank, and that Sec. 11, 
which contains the provisions relating to 
banks in townsof 5,000 and 10,000 inhab- 
itants, was only a limitation; that if the act 
paly related to towns and cities having 5,000 
and 10,000 inhabitants it wasa special and 
local act and unconstitutional, and that the 
court would avoid a construction that would 
make the act unconstitutional. If, however, 
the provisions in Sec. 11 referring to cities 
and towns of 5,000 and 10,000 inhabitants, 
respectively, were special and local and 
therefore unconstitdtional, that section 
alone could be disregarded, and the act 
would stand entire without it. 

The Attorney General held that the classi- 
fication made by Sec. 11 did not render the act 
unconstitutional, but Af that was special and 
‘local it would be no less so if three classes of 
places were provided for instead of two. He 
contended that the granting power to organ- 
ize banks was conferred-by Sec. 11 and not 
by preceding sections, and that the first five 
sections are directory as to the manner of 
organization; that tbe authority to organize 
is only found in Sec. 11, and there it is only 
given to places having less than 5,000 and 
10,000 inhabitants. The history of the pas- 
sage of the act was shown by the journals of 


the House and Senate, and by deliberate 


action in the House on the second 
reading of the bill Sec. 11 was amend- 
ed by strikin out the provision 
which it contained before that time for the 
organization of banks in places having more 
than 5,000 and 10,000 inhabitants. This con- 
stituted an explicit denial of the right to 


organize in such places, he held, and if not a 
denial the right to 222 


was not conferred. He also contended that 
Sec. 6 of the act was in conflict with Sec. 6, 
Art. II of the Constitution, relating to the 
responsibility of shareholders, and that said 
conflict rendered the entire act void. Such 
being the case banks were not only not al- 
lowed to organize in towns and cities of over 
10,000 inhabitants but in towns and cities of 
that population. 

The court took the case under advisement, 
and Mr. Dupee requested that an early decis- 
ion be rendered. The probability is that an 
opinion will be filed in March. 


REPAIRING THE LEVEES NEAR QUINCY. 


Preparations to Prevent the Mississippi 
Overflowing the Bottoms. 
Quincy, III., Jan. 15.— [Special. — Hundreds 


of men and teams are now busily at work re- 


pairing and strengthening the Indian Grave 
levee above and the Sny levee below the 
city, which gave way under the great press- 
ure of the floodsin the Mississippi last May. 
The intention is to make the levees higher, 
wider, and stronger than ever, so as to ren- 
der them absolutely secure against a repeti- 
tion of the disaster. In the Indian Grave 
district the work is practically completed, 
and the work on the Sny is being pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible. The levee is 
being raised from two to six feet above the 
present hight, and the base will be from ten 
to forty feet wider when completed. The 
Government work near the Stillwell Farm is 
finished, but it is only as high as the old 
levee and will have to be raised. The last 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill con- 
tained an item of $50,000 for the repair of the 
Sny levee. About $32,000 of this has been 
expended during the summer by tne Govern- 
ment engineers, and their work is pro- 
nounced strong and durable. 

The contractors are having considerable 
trouble about money matters. The men are 
paid in warrants, which can only be cashed 
at a discount of about 25 per cent, and many 
of the men who are unable to carry the war- 
rants until they are paid from the taxes have 
quit work.

ORAKER ALMOST STRUCK HIM, 


The Cause of the Ohio Republican Rupture 
dat Last Revealed. 

CINcINNATIT, O., Jan. 13.— The original 
trouble between Gov.

The loans of some 
of the older and larger companles run over a 
million each, but the average is under 8100. 
000. Outside the city the average 1s not over 
$50,000, and $5,000,000 will probably cover the 
total loans of the other 100 companies. A 
sum close to $25,000,000 is thus in actave in- 
vestment by the building and loan associa- 
tions of Dlinois. 

This enormous aggregate is distributed 
among 40,000 borrowers. It has been con- 
tributed by over 100,000 savers, belonging in 
the main to the poorer classes. The man- 
agement of institutions handling so large a 
fund for sucha classof investors is neces- 
sarily a serious question to the State, which 
has created the instituuons by the grant of 
charters. It is obvious that the investors 
themselves cannot look after their interests. 
Asa matter of fact the secretaries of the or- 
ganizations, the only salaried officers under
